Philip Wormwood, president of 
the Association, presented a re- 
port on last year’s salaries. The 
document predicted ‘‘a descent to 
mediocrity’’ unless members of 
the present staff have sufficient 


inducement to remain in the 
system. 
The suggested salary program 


would start a teacher, who holds 
a bachelor’s degree, at $3300 and 
increase eventually to $5700 ata 
rate of $300 in nine steps. 

A teacher holding a master’s 
degree would start at $3500 and 
go up to $6000, 


Teachers with 30 credits be- 
yond their master’s degree would 


start at $3900 and rise to a top 
of $6300. 

Under present 
teacher with a bachelor’s degree 
starts at $3000 and has 11 auto- 
matic increases of $150 to a peak 
of $4600. Teachers with a 
master’s degree now start at 
$3200 and may eventually earn
